Sir * 
As a non-partisan voter of Adams county and 
a regular reader of I he Gettvsbuig Timles, 
note that there are upward of sixty candidates 
in the primaries for the public offices to be filled 
at the coming general election. 
There are comparatively few offices. 
And it 
is a healthy condition to note the laigc number 
of candidates. 
So far as I can learn through reading your 
news columns carefully, there is no organized 
slate in either party. 
The candidates are standing on their own feet, 
which is as it should be. 
For the last four years, the Democrats have 
filled most of the offices which are to be refilled 
this year, and so far as public knowledge goes, 
the Democrats have filled the offices acceptably.

Yohe is a candidate to succeed himself as Pro- 
thonotary.

I am told that these candidates have been pub­ 
lishing their achievements in the county papers 
of small circulation during their term s of of­ 
fice. 
As things stand, I have been a reader regu­ 
larly only of The Gettysburg Times which I be­ 
lieve is the paper a large majority of the people 
of Adams county read. 
Why haven’t these candidates boasted of their 
accomplishments in the county’s only daily ? As 
an example, why hasn’t Taughinbaugh published 
his “final accounts” of estates in which he has 
received a handsome dividend, in the county’s 
daily newspaper?
